Ho was born in San Poto

In our last issuo gave tho history 
of motallio inonoy from tho earliest 
dates of which any rccprd has been 
kept down to the establishment

Tho following 
is tho languago 
used by Frederick It. Coudcrt, ono 
of tho leading lawyers of tho 
oast. 
Ho is intimatoly 
associated with 
President Clovoland and his chief 
advisors, tho leaders 
of both tho 
Democrat and Republican 
parties 
and a great many of tho noted 
fin- 
anciers of tho country. 
Ho, 
per- 
haps, is not a free silver 
man,

is honest enough to say what

bo a financial revolution, and would 
bo ruin to Europe.

worst,, wo can build a Chinese wall 
of silver around our

Tho advocates of tho singlo gold 
standard arc in great ecstasy .over 
tho advanco in tho price of 
bread-stuff- 
s, 
and think thoy can mako tho 
pcoplo believe that tho low prices 
which havo 
prevailed 
wcro 
not 
causod in any measure by the 
dis- 
franchisement of silver 
says 
tho 
Enquirer. 
Why, 
thoy 
ask, 
has 
wheat advanced when gold is tho 
only monoy of redemption? Every 
man of common intelligence knows 
that tho prico of commodities 
de- 
pends upon the abundance or scar- 
city of tho commodity, as 
well as 
upon the abundance or scarcity 
of 
monoy. 
From tho reports 
mado 
by tho Agricultural Department at 
Washington wo learn: 
1. Thoro is a general decreaso of 
tho area devoted to wheat through- 
out 
tho 
entire 
wheat-raisin- 
g 
countries on account 
of the 
low 
prices of tho cereal and tho winter 
killing of tho crop. 
2. Foreign 
reports 
show that 
throughout 
Western 
Europe 
tho 
season is very backward. 


3. Tho wheat crop in France will 
bo heavily reduced. 
4. Tho roporta from Germany aro 
very unfavorable. 
5. Russian reports are uniformly 
unfavorable. 
This fully accounts 
for tho advanco in price,

tive.

Very littlo can Tjc said about the 
early history of the onion, although 
it grew wild, and was cultivated as 
an article of food from olden times. 
Probably the plant camo originally 
from tho far cast.

joints and has littlo uso of his mus 
cles and is foolish, when you go to 
lead him ha is as liable to run 
backwards as ho is to go forward,
